BR signifies bare roots puddled soon as dug and 
roots mossed for shipment. 


B&B signifies plants dug with a solid ball of earth 
and securely burlapped. 


SPECIAL NOTICE: All transplants either bed 
grown or field grown will be shipped with roots 
carefully puddled in heavy wet clay with moss 
packed about the roots to prevent drying in tran- 
sit. We also use excelsior extensively in packing 
to ventilate the tops of our liners which fully in- 
sures against heating in transit. Our nursery soil 
is of splendid balling quality and all of our Speci- 
men Evergreens dug with a solid ball of earth 
about the roots and securely burlapped should 
reach destination without breaking.
